Henry Ford tonight lay in his own 
hospital a victim of what sourcés 
close to him said was 2 deliberate at- 


tempt to kili him by crashing a larger 
motor car into the little coupe of his 
own manufactufe in which he was rid- 
ing alone. 

Mr. Ford's coupe was knocked off 
the road just after it had crossed the 
Michigan avenue bridge over the river 
Rouge, last Sunday night. 

The little motor car crashed down 
a 15-foot embankment and stopped 
against a huge elm tree six feet from 
the water's edge. 

The automobile manufacturer was 
rendered unconscious, but soon : :>cov- 
ered and, unassisted, made his way 
to a gatekeeper of his estate. Mrs. 
Ford was summoned and he was taken 
to the Ford home. 

Yesterday his condition was not con- 
sidered satisfactory and he was re- 
moved to the huge Henry Ford hos- 
pital -where tonight his condition, 
despite untoward earlier symptoms, 
was said to be good, with no fear of 
complications.

Detroit, Mich., March 30.—The au- 
tomobile.“aecident” in which Henry 
Ford was seriously injured Sunday 
night in reality was a bold and de 
liberate attempt on the life of the 
world’s richest man, it was learned 
tonight from positive authorities close 
to’Mr. Ford. 

Two men in a heavy automobile 
followed the motor magnate, driving 
alone in a Ford coupe as is his habit, 
tried to force his ear into the Rouge 
river as he crossed the bridge, and fail- 
ing in this, crashed into the right side 
of his machine, plunging him down a 
steep, 15-foot embankment. 

Mr. Ford lay for a time unconscious 
a drizzling rain. When he came to, 
he staggered to the gatekeeper’s lodge 
on his estate a quarter of a mile away. 
Telephones Mrs. Ford. — 

The gatekeeper, terror-stricken at 
his master’s appearance, telephoned 
Mrs. Ford, who was in the palatial 


home 200 yards from the lodge.

Meanwhile the Japanese naval au- 
thorities warned the Cantonese that 
the Japanese navy hereafter will take 
drastic steps in the event of unlawful 
actions by nationalist soldiers or in 
the event of firing on Japanese steam- 
ers without good cause. 

The warning was given by a rep- 


resentative of the Japanese admiral 
who had received the chief of staff of 
the Cantonese commander-in-chief, 
General Chiang-Kai-Shek, who came 
with the regrets of General Cliiang to 


disorders. 

The Japanese official told the Can- 
tonese chief of staff that the conduct 
of the Cantonese troops in whose dis- 
cipline the Japanese had trusted de- 
spite unlawful acts against Japanese 
steamers for which the Japanese navy 
had never retaliated, had caused much 
surprise.

In the days of pan-German dream- 
ing, some distinguished literati in the 
fatherland claimed Shakespeare as one 
of their own race and country. Since 
the collapse of the military machine. 
these gentlemen have not pressed their 
claims very vigorously. ‘hey are 
probably too busy with the rest of 
Germany in the work of national re- 
covery. However, an Italian profes- 
sor, Paladino, has just published a 
pamphlet in which he claims that 
Shakespeare was born in Italy of Pro- 
testant parents. His real name was 
Michael Angelo Florio. The profes- 
son maintains that this Florio-Shake- 
speare was the author of a volume of 
poetry, entitled “Second Fruits,’ which 
happened te come under the ban of 
the Catholic church, causing its au- 
thor to flee abroad. This Florio 
settled in England and began writing 
dramas and comedies in the English 
language. Professor Paladino is pre-| 
pared to show whole passages in 
“Hamlet” that correspond with por-{ 
tions of “Second Fruits.”

“You say that in typhoid fever 
there comes a time when victory de- 
mands that the patient shall have good 
solid food. Surely, when the victory 
has been won and the patient is quite 
well, and then the good solid food has 
been given gradually, but no food at 
all while there is fever, unless we 


want to let the patient in for a lot 
of unnecessary trouble. 


“Talking about dangerous things, I 
can't imagine anything more danger- 
ous than feeding a patient with a 
sc¢rious inflammation of the stomach 
or intestines. A milk diet for ulcers 
of the stomach is all right, however.” 

Theoretically, this woman’s view are 
quite orthodox. Twenty or SO years 
ago we generally followed some such 
principle in the treatment of typhoid 
fever. When this woman declares it 
is dangerous to feed a patient with 
serious inflammation of the stognach 
or intestine {and any inflammation 
of the stomach or intestine is sur 
she apparently means solid 
foods, for she thinks it is quite correct 
to feed the patient with ulcers of the 
stomach milk.

verted into tough curds at one stage of 
digestion. By scraped beef I mean the
